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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's amendment to the third element of 
claim 1 changes from granting points to members to calculating points to a member; calculating points without necessarily granting any 
points changes the scope of the claim and will require further search and/or consideration. Furthermore, the change from multiple 
members to a single member also changes claim scope, although likely to a lesser degree or extent than calculating versus granting, and 
will also require further search and/or consideration. 

Applicant's amendment adding the final element of distributing points that exceed a member cap also and further changes the scope and 
breadth of the claim, thereby requiring further search and consideration. 

Applicant's argument, at point 3 under Rejections under 35 (JSC § 112, that "cash equivalent means [an] asset that can be easily converted 
to cash" is not persuasive. To be a cash equivalent means to have equal valency or power as cash; using the example Applicant refers to, 
one can purchase an airline ticket for a certain sum of cash, or one can "cash in" a number of airline miles to purchase the same ticket - in 
that manner, the designated number of airline miles has the cash equivalent of the certain sum required to purchase directly. Applicant's 
claim, however, recites "not convertable to at least one of cash and a cash equivalent" - Applicant appears to argue that this requires cash 
conversion, or ease of cash conversion, but the claim phrasing does not reflect such meaning - points are converted to a cash equivalent 
when they can be used to purchase as cash is used to purchase. 

Therefore, the Examiner is not persuaded by Applicant's argument, and Applicant's amendment does not place the application in condition 
for allowance. 
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
